RICH LAND OWNER 65 LIVES SAVED AS 
SHOT BY BROKER) SHIP GOES TO DOOM 


Steamer Monarch Races for 
Shore at Selby, Where the 
Passengers Are Landed 


San Franeiseo.—To save the lives of 
sixty-five passengers, the steamer Mon- 
arch, aleak and sinking, raced five miles 
up San Pablo bay Tuesday night, April 
13, to Selby landing, where it sank 
after the passengers and erew had been 
rushed ashore, 

About 11 o'clock p. m. Chief En- 
gineer Mullholland discovered that the 
steamer was leaking badly and within a 
few minutes would probably plunge to 
the bottom of the bay. 

At that time the vessel was in the 
strong stream of the  Carquinez 
straits, Which joins San Pablo bay with 
the Sacramento river. He imparted 
the startling information to the captain 
and advised that the danger of the 
situation be kept from the passengers. 

A hurried consultation was held by 
the first officer, the captain and the 
engineer and it’ was decided to make 
a run for the land. The nearest point 
the vessel could possibly reach in safety 


was Selby, a distanee of about five 
miles, 

So there would be no confusion at the 
last minute, providing the vessel finally 
went to the bottom, the passengers pre- 
pared themselves by buckling on life 
preservers, 

The life boats and rafts were also 
made ready, so that they could get 
away at a moment’s notice, 

The pumps had been set to work as 
soon as the leak was discovered, but 
the gain against them had been steady. 
It appeared as if the seams had been 
sprung in many places, but the exaet 


cause of the leakage will not be deter- 
mined until the vessel is raised. 

Just as the fight seemed lost and the 
water was rising in the steamer a faint 
outline of the Contra Costa coast eould 
be seen.

SAYS U.S. SUBMARINE 
f-4 WAS DEFECTIVE 


Los Angeles.—Sensational charges 
that the submarine F-4, which lies at 
the bottom of the entrance to Hono- 
lulu harbor with her crew dead in 
her compartments, was not in con- 
dition for under-sea work when it 
met its fate, wers made by Mrs 
William S. Nelson, widow of the 
F-4’s ranking engineer, who is in 
Los Angeles. 

Mrs. Nelson has just returned from 
Honolulu, where she maintained a 
ten-day vigil on the docks while 
futile efforts were made to raise the 
tomb ship. Here are some of the 
charges she made, based, she said, on 
information she gained from her hus- 
band: 

“That the submarine’s motors were 
defective, though it had recently come 
from drydock. The officers knew 
this and had told their families. 

“That Nelson had reported this 
condition to the proper authorities. 

“That the ship’s air tank contained 
but four days’ supply of air instead 
of two weeks’ supply provided in 
regulations, 

“That the food supply was below 
the standard fixed by regulations.”

American’s Idea of Combating 
the Zeppelins. 


Philadelphian Has Designed Project 
Which He Belleves Will Be Effec- 
tive If Air Raids Should Be 
Put Into Operation. 


Picture a monster Zeppelin, as long 
as an ocean liner, laden with tons of 
jeath-dealing explosives, creeping 
through the murky mist of a winter 
aight toward London. Picture, again, 
if you can, the skies turned to flame 
and the heavens shattered as the hun- 
dreds of thousands of cubic feet of 
hydrogen gas explodes, scattering the 
sinister craft in tiny pieces over the 
streets and housetops of the city. 

That is the graphic sketch of what 
is likely to occur if the Zeppelins at- 
tempt a serious raid on London, as 
given by Joseph A. Steinmetz of Phil 
adelphia. Mr. Steinmetz ig the orig- 
inator of the first serious considered 
scheme of mining the air and the in- 
ventor of the trailing bombs for the 
destruction of dirigibles. 

In a few words, the plan devised by 
Mr. Steinmetz is to install on all the 
buildings in a threatened area a large 
number of hydrogen balloons. They 
are held ready for instant use, and 
2ach is attached to a fine wire two 
miles long, wound on a windlass. The 
wire is so small that a mile of it 
weighs but four pounds, while it has a 
tensile strength of 120 pounds. 

The Zeppelin, sighted by the look- 
out, would be permitted to proceed un- 
til almost over ‘the objective point. 
Then, simultaneously, scores of the 
balloons, to each of which 1s attached 
a highly explosive, inflaminable 
bomb, would be released. 

Each bomb is surrounded with a 
vng of hair triggers, and the slight- 
est touch would cause an explosion 
which would unquestionably ignite 
the gas in the dirigible. The plan fs 
to send a certain number of the mines 
to a given altitude, while others will 
be anchored at different heights, thus 
allowing the Zeppelin no chance to 
escape. 

The other method of destroying the 
German craft 1s along similar lines, 
but differs in that it is conducted 
through the use of aeroplanes. Fach 
machine is’ equipped with bombs such 
as are used in the alr filnes. - The

trailing wire is wound on a _ spool, 
which can be operated by the pres- 
sure of the aviator’s thumb and 
stopped at will. 

The aeroplanes being swifter, would 
be sent against the dirigible in flocks 
of three or four. The aviators would 
depend on their speed and the great 
altitude to which they can ascend to 
keep out of range. At the proper time 
the bombs would be released on the 
wires and a dash made at the enemy 

In addition to the triggers, which 
can be locked until the bomb Is ready 
for use, the bombs are fitted with 
sharp grappling hooks. As the wire 
is drawn across the big gas bag the 
hooks will catch and draw the trig- 
gers into.contact with the envelope, 
The explosion will follow. 


Who Go to Church? 

The facts about church membership 
are contained in United States Census 
Bulletin No. 103, and the percentage of 
church membership in the total popu- 
lation is given for the year 1906, 26 
years after Kansas had become 4a pro- 
hibition state. According to this tab- 
ulation, which is the latest obtainable, 
the lowest percentage of church mem- 
bership was in Oklahoma, including In- 
dian territory, the rate being 18.2. The 
rate in New York was 43.7; in Pennsyl- 
vania, 43; in Illinois, 38.3; in Nebras- 
ka, 32.4; in Maine, 29.8, and in Kan- 
3as, 28.4. Forty-three states had a 
larger percentage of church member- 
ship than had Kansas. Since this tabu- 
lation was made up two of the: four 
3tates that had a lower rate of church 
membership than had Kansas, namely 
Oklahoma and West Virginia, have 
joined the ranks of the prohibition 
states. Of the six states, therefore, 
naving the lowest rate of church mem- 
bership in the United States, four are 
prohibition states.—Leslie’s.
